Th# 
ie«ultlng paralysis o f Industry, with 
the d 're poverty and even starva­ 
tion resulting for those very work­ 
ing clamps that the confiscation 
w as intended to benefit, are fact* 
too welt known to require elabora­ 
tion. 
It Is clear that the working­ 
man cannot with safety destroy the 
equipment both tangible and In­ 
tangible which aids him In produc­ 
tion, and that, without the organis­ 
ing ability of the captains of Indus­ 
try and the Ravings of the proper­ 
tied classes, th# equipm ent needed 
for production la haplessly Inade­ 
quate. 
The reactionary element am oeg 
employers should 
remember that 
curtailment of production in order 
to force wages down and aualala 
prices will inevitably react aa a 
boomerang. Their eventual loss will 
more than offset their immediate 
gain. General prosperity Is the best 
antidote for industrial unrest and 
dangerous radical tendencies. 
Labor, too. m ust bear In mind 
that It bas far more to lose by cur­ 
tailing output on the false theory 
that decreased production per man 
ct cates more Jobs. It should reslia# 
that the best w ay to ansi ain wag* 
levels I* to give a fair d u j’a effort 
for a fair day s wage. 
I heartily supimrt organized labor 
when Its object Is the bettering of 
Industrial conditions by legltlw ite 
means. 
I believe that In so far as
